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The Rev. George A. Hamilton, pas- 
tor of St. Mary's Church, Lafayette, 
Indiana, who died oS bn 8th, 1875, be- 
queathed in his will real estate and 
money valued at about $10,000, for 
the establishment of a manual labor 
school for orphan boys in the vicinity 
of Lafayette. 

The real estate included 580 acres 
located between Lafayette and Battle 
Ground, This land had been devised 
to Father Hamilton by William B. 
Davis, better known as Indian Bill. 
Besides this gift, another donation of 
fifty one acres of land south of La- 
fayette was made by Owen Ball and 
‘J, B. Falley. On this land Bishop 
‘“Pwenger began the building of 5t. 
tone Orphan Home for boys, in 

The asylum building is situated 
ever South 4th Street hill just across 
Durgee’s Run, on a commanding é¢mi- 
nence reached by a gracefully wind- 
ing road. The building is a four story 
- structure built of brick with stone 
trimmings, and is one of the most 
imposing of the many educational 
baldings throughout the country, It 
covers 121 feet of ground in length 
‘and 118 in breadth with a deep base- 
ment under every part ofthe house. 
It is surmounted by a tower seventy- 
five feet high from the top of which 
a fine view of the surrounding country 
and part of the city of Lafayette 
greets the vision. 

The formal opening of the home 
took place in April, 1876. The school 

“opened with thirty-one boys and 
seven sisters of the Hoty Cross In 
charge, the Rev. B. Hartman being 
chaplain who remained in charge un- 
til 7580... 

In July, 1880, the Rev. John H. 
Guendling took charge, and soon after 
Father Guendling bought an addition- 
al eighty acres of ground. This tract 
of land lies due east of the home, ex- 
tending to Ninth Street on the east 
and the Bie Four Railway tracks on 
the south. This ground was bought 
for a cash sum of $4300. The board: 
‘of Works of the city of Lafayette do- 
na the institution perpetual free 
water, and the promise of the city 
Fire apparatus when needed. 

During this time the sisters of Holy 
Gross were in charge of the education 
and development of the children. 

In 1894 the sisters of the Holy 
Cross were recalled to the mother- 
house at Notre Dame, and the Sisters 
of St. St. Francis from the mother- 
house at Lafayette took charge. 

On July 20, 1898, the Rev. J. H. 
Guendling was succeeded at the home 
by his brother, the Rev. Charles B.

The Rev. Charles B. Guendling,upon 
taking charge, carried | 
work of improvement, both at the 
home and at the farm on Davis Ferry. 
On the latter place the house was en- 
larged to double its capacity. 

esides his business oye Father 
Chas, Guendling endeared himself in 
the hearts of the boys under his care 
by his kind interest in their games 
and contests arid his kindly ways in 
dealing with their lems, A base 
ball team called the Dwenger Bluffers, 
was organized by Father Guendling 
and many people spent their holiday 
afternoons at the home to witness the 
games, The team made a name for 
itself all over the state both as to 
ability and «ood sportsmanship. 

The improvemerits and repairs made 
by Father Chas. Guendling were esti-| 
mated to a gate about $29,000.00. 

During these years that the im- 
provements on the grounds, building 
and equipment were taking place the 
number of boys at the home was in- 
creasing, and facilities to care for 
them were included in the growth of 
the institution. 3 
The numbers of sisters to care for 
the boys had also been increased. In 
one of Father Charles Guendling’s re- 
ports he stated that in twenty-seven 
years the cash maintenance of a child 
averaged annually about $44.00 
included medicine, board and lod ing. 
The home has had under its roof about 
8&4 children, and at the time of his 
report the number of children in the 
home was 133. 

Father Chas. Guendling did not live 
to accomplish his dream of a bigger 
and better institution of charity; for, 
on February 19th, 1908, he was called 
to his reward, and his demise was 
mourned by all with whom he: had 
met, especially by the boys whom he 
Ay so well and who in return loved 

im. 

On March 19, 1908, the Rev. Julius 
Seimetz came to take charge of the 
institution, and he. soon proved him- 
self a very efficient business man. He 
made many improvements, chief 
among these being a gymnasium and 
steam laundry which netted an outlay 
of approximately $50,000. He left the 
institution on January 8th, 1914, with 
a record of having continued the work 
of progressiveness of his predecessors. 
The Rev. Edward J. Freiburger took 
over the management on January 9th, 
1914, and he without any effort im- 
mediately endeared himself in the 
hearts of the boys.

Chicago’s Oldest 
Priest is Fatally 
Hurt By Trolley 


Chicago, Aug. 27—The Rev. E. "W, 
Gavin, ,pioneer. priest of the Chicago 
archdiocese who im his years of ser- 
vice at Waukegan, Ill, saw the back- 
woods regions develop into rich coun- 
ties with thriving cities, died here to- 
day following a street car accident. 
Almost blind and ‘with his hearing 
impaired, the aged priest walked di- 
rectly into the*path of a North Shore 
ear, despite warnings of pedestrians 
and the clanging of the motorman’s 
bell. -He was taken to a hospital 
where three surgeons worked. vainly 
to save his life. 

Father Gavin was pastor o f Immac- 
ulate Conception ehurch in Waukegan. 
Only March 12 he had given up his 
pastorate. He Was given the title of 
pastor emeritus of the church he had 
served for more than half a century. 
At his resignation he was the oldest 
active priest in’ the Chicago arthdio- 
cese and had held a pastorate longer 
than any other priest in the archdio- 
cese, 

Born in Chiéago)in 1843, ‘Father 
Gavin was edneated in Rome. Imme- 
diately upon his -feturn he was sent to 
what is now the. city of Waukegan, 
and had labored there since.
